Upon 
then arrival they located the decedent who was identified as Solomon Reese, lying inside the door way of his 
apartment. He was unconscious and unresponsive due to several apparent gunshot wounds. DCFEMS responded 
10 the scene and transported the victim to PG County Hospital. At 2217 hours, the decedent succumbed to his 
in. juries and was pronounced dead by Dr. Ali Kahun. His remains were then transported to the Office of the 
Unei Medical Examiner for the State of Maryland in Baltimore pending an autopsy. 

On Tuesday, June 28, 201 1. Dr. Rubio of the Office of the Chief Medical Examiner for the State of Maryland in 
Baltimore conducted an autopsy on the remains of Solomon Reese, hereafter referred to as the decedent As a 
result oi her examination Dr. Rubio ruled that the cause of death was multiple gunshot wounds to the torso and
